Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

One excision is required to remove a depiction of the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct that results in the publication promoting and supporting this activity. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Gorge (Disc 1) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Gorge (Disc 1) is part of a two-disc set submitted for classification together. This DVD comprises a 
feature and a limited number of extra components. The main focus of the feature is the explicit 
depiction of sexual activity between men, for the purpose of adult sexual arousal and 
entertainment. The sexualised presentation of a man urinating in one scene within the feature 
results in the publication promoting and supporting the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct under s3(2)(d) of the FVPC Act. 

The Classification Office required an excision to the DVD in order to remove the depiction of 
urine in association with sexual conduct. Had the excision been made the publication would have 
been classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons 
who have attained the age of 18 years. In this instance the distributor declined the opportunity to 
make the excision and the publication is therefore classified as objectionable. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act (1990) 
on the application of the classification criteria. The classification interferes with the freedom of 
expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications 
falling under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. 
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
